Tho Churchman thinks that great dis- 
eretion should be used estimat- 
ing tho value of Georgo Eliot's 
work. itsays: 

“That she was tho most gifted and re- 
remarkable woman of hor time, the most 
intollectual, learned, industrious, the 
most inventive and powerful as a writer 
of fiction, and also ono of the most con» 
acientioug and dutiful up to her concep- 
tious is acknowledged on all sides. ‘This, 
howover, should not in the least extenu- 
ato irregularities in belief and conduct 
which jn ordinary mortals would bo held 
inexcusable, Jt was certainly a sign of 
intelleotual luosoness that this believer 
in evangelical religion, who might have 
become n revivalist if she bad kept on, 
hud scarcely passed out of girlhood when 
sho rapidly.and almost eagerly, joined tho 
raukaof unbeliovers, ‘Lhe translation 
was altogether too sudden for a person 
of ron] intellectual depth and = firm. 
nen. * % * 

So, also, the absence of humility, of 
which, howover, George Eliot had nono. 
And what of one who coul surrender 
all faith in God and immortality with no 
sense of lass? * * Putting to- 
gether with this intellectual weg ward- 
ness and aberration of the unlawful re- 
Jationa in which Georgo Eliot lived for 
so many yours, and that, too, with little 
senso of the unfitness and nuno of the 
disgrace of it, and we get a character as 
mixed and strange as remarkable, and

Tho above-named work, written by J, 
K, Ingalls and published by tho Truth 
Sooker Company, has been in my “grip 
two months, aynlting roading uud ro- 
viow, neither of which I have had timo 
to bestow npon it until now. 

I know of no moro valuable work 
upon the subjects which it treats than is 
this of the veteran reformer ond schol- 
arly thinker, J, K, Ingalls,

Incronsed Gamand not 
only, as with commodities, bogota a tom- 
porary risa of price, but a continuous 
riso, Domand doos not, ns with cym- 
moditios, begot an incroass,or nny sup- 
ply whatever., Thus, whilo prices of 
commodities fluctuate and rooedo un 
much or more than they have appreciated, 
througha brisk demand which salimu- 
lates production, the price of land goea 
constantly upward with incroased de- 
mand, no production being possible or 
conceivable, except in lauds transforred 
from a genoral to a specific use.” 

Showing the wrongfnluess of private 
ownership of land for spoculative pure 
pose, our nuthor says, (page 21,)

Cin Ratio or Srnvior isa stablo ratio, 
and relates, first, fo the human bitte 
exerted; second, to tho trmo through 
which itis exerted, and third, to the 
utilty of the resulting product. Of these 
three elomenta, utility ia n cortaiu and 
nuvarying propurtion, ‘Tine nlao is cne 
pable of mathematical measurement. 
And tho energy is ascortainnbloa with 
aulticieut practical accuracy, * 

The atility of n sorvico naturally do- 
terminos the ratio of its compensation, 
For howoevor hard n mon may labor, if 
he producoens no useful result, tho lobor 
to him is vid, And by no equity can 
ho exchango the resulte of such negativo 
servico with tho moro useful result of 
another's toil, He will ouly be ablo to 
dothis by taking advantage of tho child- 
ieh estitnation of othora or of erudo so- 
cial and civil institutions, The services 
whieh the spoculator, usurer, sluyohold- 
or, landlord,the gambler, burglarr high 
wayman performs, aro not compeasatod 
by ‘any ovonomia Jaw, but by tho law of 
cunning, fraud, and nsarpation; for 
wherein the services are without nse,thoy 
can only command pay by tho exercise 
of brute forco or by thoaid of stile 
power and barbario custom, * » w *

Thusthe workor is roquirod to eam 
his own nud all ethor incomes whatover 
by the dovicogs of ‘proprietury rights,’ la. 
bor, ‘cuntracts,’ and egal onders’ In 
order to mako him equal, or give him an 
nn oquitablo onortnuity under depri- 
vation of land, it would bo nocessary 
that tho wages for his day's work should 
be paid in notes bearing compound ins 
terest, or calculating the thing im day's

Tt will bo said that every man has an op- 
portunity to get rich, and it is hiss own 
fault if he does not succeed. [tb ia the 
happinces of the American that if he haa 
eiguul ability, industry and health he hae 
anuntrammelod right to win fame or 
wealth. nt these natural advantages 
aro given to very feu, and they are 
after ali, relative. Jt the whole popula- 
tion had what would now bo called sig- 
val ability, industry nud health, thore 
world still be only a tow who could ac- 
quire alarge sharo of worldly possos- 
sions, 

he italics are ours, Just here is 
seen the tremendous mistake, of 
those who are Coreyer prating of the 
superiority of American institutions 
in giving to all a chance to get rich. 
‘The yoad to wealth fs like the road 
to oflice—although nominally open 
to all, itis really open only to the 
favored few. Itis no more possi- 
ble for all men to be rich than it is 
possible for all men to be president, 
senators or congessmen of the Uni- 
vd States, Congressmen imply and 
necessitate constituents, and so liko- 
wise, meh men amply and necessi- 
tato poor men. No man can get rich 
by his own labor, and since labor 
produces all the wealth of the coun- 
try, it follows with mathematreal 
certainty that enormous wealth in 
the hands of tho fow necessitates 
the robbery of the many, legally or 
otherwise, (Exception to this rule 
ig sometimes made in favor of the 
lucky discoverer of natural wealth, 
and also the inventor of labor-saving 
machinery; but on close inspection 
it will bo found that there is no 
such thing as natural wealth, and 
that a monopoly of opportunity in 
tho tield af thought, or of ideas, is 
as unjust as a monopoly in material 
things.) ,

This average does 
not represent the condition of tho mas 
jority of tho 10,000,000. ‘Taking out tho 
skilled lnbarora in certnin lines of trado 
unt tho rest would bo found earning an 
averngo ol less than a dollar a day, Me, 
inalay said also that at the prosent rato 
ospital anvested iu carporations merons- 
es from 60 to 75 per cent in n docado, 
whilo the woalth of tho country in» 
crenses only 10 per cont. No rounded 
periods of tho mast consummate orator 
could convey sa eloquently a world of 
moaning as does that simple sentence, 
While the country’s aggregato wealth 
increases por cont, corporate 
wealth inorenses from 60 to 75 per cent 
Whonco dees tho, ditference come? 
From the individual citizens of the coun. 
try, of conrso, Tho corporations have 
oxtendod their powerful tontacles ovor 
every industry. Thoy mo drawing to 
themsolves and concentrating the wealth 
which ehould be distributed among udi» 
viduals, ‘hey dictate what shall be the 
price of a day's labor, a bushel ef corn, 
a balo of cotton, a ton of coul, 
an ounce of — silver, a milo of 
railroad transportation, and tho yote of 
nilogislator,  Maviug all these things in 
thoir hands, thoy dole out to the laborer 
aud the farmer barely onongh to livo 
uponand keep the profits of land and 
labor for themselves, 

TUN GREAT ISSUR,

capital is whether the majarity of man.

A FEW QUERIES, 

Ist. Is “conscience” really a 

good thing whenit prompts its own- 


er to write a paragraph like tho one 
just quoted? Do you really believe 
what you say, Mr. Gault, when you 
in effect assert that the “atheist and 
infidel” have no conscience,ind that 
the Christian “believer: possesses a 
monopoly of that article? Not long 
since, in the same paper, when re- 
plying to an utterance of ours in Lu» 
arer, you said of us: “Yon have 
on your side all the criminal classes 
of society, but wo have on our side 
the moral forces” Were you sin- 
cere and conscientious when you 
made that statement? Conscien- 
tious you, may have been, but sin- 
cere? hardly; for your daily inter- 
course with mankind and your 
knowledge of current and past his- 
tory, all tell you a very different 
story. ’ i 

The simple fact is that conscience 
isa very unreliable factor in the 
makeup of human character. Ofat- 
self conscience is neither good nor 
bad. It isa thing of education, 
The conscience of the Hindoo wid- 
ow teaches her to immolate herself 
on her husband’s funeral pyre; the 
conscicnes uf the medieval Chris- 
tians prompted them to torture and 
burn heretics, Jews and infidels; tha 
conscience of Chas, Freeman told 
him to kill his child, and the same 
‘inward monitor” told Guiteau to 
“ramoye” Garfield, The con- 
science of the carly Christians, ac- 
cording to Mosheim, prompted them 
to defend the use of “deception and 
falsehood” when the “cause of piety 
could be promoted thereby. Rev. 
Howard Crosby of Now York, is 
said to have publicly defended the 
same tactics, and Mr. Gault seems 
to be an apt pupil of these eminent 
teachers, 

Some one has said, “There is 
nothing can hate like conscience,” 
and the history of all times verifies 
the truth of tho saying. An equally 
true statement would be: where 
is nothing can le like conscience, 
when educated ın the school of su- 
perstition, or of anti-naturalism, 

Query 2nd. Do you really be- 
lieve, Rtv, Gault, that “tho day is 
coming when all who deny the king- 
ship of Christ over the nations, will 
at Uneist’s command, be slain before 
his face, ‘because they would not 
have him to’reign over them’ ”? If 
such is your honest beliof, then all 
your intolerant utterances aud slan- 
derous statements concerning “athe- 
ists and infidels,” are easily ao- 
counted for. Wo cannot expect a 
man to be better than his highest 
ideal of goodness, aA common sol- 
dior is not Apt to be better than his 
captain, ora servant than his mas- 
ter, Neither is a devotee likely to 
be better than tho god he worships, 
The most inhuman monster that ov- 
er disgraced an earthly throne could 
do no worse than cause his enemies 
to bo “slain before lus face” simply 
“because they would not have him 
to reign over them!” 

Just think a moment, Mr, Gault! 
This king of yours will not only 
havo people slain for uo, other rea- 
son than that they prefer to be “free 
and independent,” but the killing 
must be dona “Uefore his face !—that 
isin his immediate presence!—so 
that hoe may enjoy the sight of their 
dying agonies! 

Third Query, How inati of the 
American people want a “king” of 
any sort to rulo over them? And if 
they want a king instead of a repub- 
lio of oqual rights, how many would 
choose such a monster of ornelty as 
Mr, Gault describes his lord and 
master to be? How many will vote 
to put this. government under tho 
control of Mr, Gault & Co., to tho 
exclusion of all who will not bow 
the knee to “King Jesus?” 

Finally, wa would just say that of 
tho two authortics just quoted, Mr. 
Gault is doubtless the better Chris- 
nan. “Prof, D, M, Me. DiN, D. D.” 
seems to opposo the adoption of a 
“nolitico-religious creed’ as a “test 
for oftice”’—that is, he thinks athe- 
ists and infidels should have somo 
rights that their Christian neighbors 
are bound to respect, and therefore 
ho is, to that extent, infidel to the 
Christian’s Bible which makes unbe- 
Wet the most heinons ‘of crimes.

Goths and lung of the middlo ages, 
There scems to be a law of vompen- 
sation, of retribution, running 
throughout nature’s realms that is 
ever asserting itself—esilently, slow- 
ly and obscurely, often, then again, 
openly, palpably, and with terrific 
suddeuhess and force. 

At this writing (Feb. 11) it is dif- 
ficult to predict what the result will 
be of the London outbreak, Whieth- 
er the day of retribution, so long do- 
layed, has now fully come, that 
must grind to dust tha robber sys- 
temat monarchy, aristocracy and 
hierarchy, or whether the inevitable 
day of reckoning will be again post 
poned by compromise or by the ter- 
rorism of organized and time honor- 
ed governmental machinery—we 
vannot now foresee. 

To the intelligent humanitarian 
the saddest feature of the outlook is 
the fact that these English insuv-

sublimated form of existence. Many 
persons take n very circumscribed yiew 
ofthe meaning of the word “prostitue 
tion, thinking it means only illegal 
sexunl intercouree, I ebould say that 
tho using of one’s appetites, physical 
powers, talents or genius for base pnr- 
poses, such aa tend to degeneracy of the 
individual and those associated with 


him, is prostitution, and I think Web- 
ster in his definition of the word, covera 
all that grourd.

In Lociren 
Jan. 22, ho snye: “As to the money 
question, the world has decided the casa 
against freo money; let every fellow try 
his hand at money making, would it not 
bo glorious? We should soon hare 
wagon loads of it, handle it Ly the scoop- 
full, and then dump it aud the authors 
thereof in the nearest mill-pond, both 
being too worthless for ony nse what- 
aver.” Ido not think Van Winkle, and 
in fact the majority of the people, 
know just whet money is, Allow mo to 
give my definition of money, and then I 
would liko toask him it be would want 
to throw it into the nearest mill-pond: 
Money is, or represents, uccumulated 
labor, Labor is the just and true base 
of all money, all property. Anything 
which does not contain or represent ac- 
cumulated labor is not money, is not 
propertly, in n just and true sense. 

Thus, the miner digs the gold and sil- 
ver out of tua enrtu. Tho metal ob- 
tained is accumulated Jabor, (that is, 
the labor it took to get the metal) the 
government bas declared that a certain 
amonnt of those metals when properly 
coined, weighed and stamped, shall bp a 
dollar in tho payment of debte, and it 
would be a violation of contracts, or 


robbery, to change the amount in any 
way, The original oflico und purpose of 


finoness, or of equal value; that is all. 
That is the only right or duty of govern: 
ment iv the matter. It hae no right or 
business to refuse to coin money for ins 
dividuals. It Las no right to gointo the 
warket and buy bullion and cointhe seme 
into money for purposes of speculation. 
It should be obliged to coin money for 
cach an d every individual who prosents 
tho metal, charging ouly for the actnal 
labor performed in weighing, coining and 
doing tho business, tho samo us carrying 
the mail. In that case gold and silver 
bullion would always bo worth as much 
as coin, less the cust of coining tho samo. 
Yet even then wo could not havo a just 
money, as it does not always take the 
same amount of Jabor to mino the gold 
and silver; also, itis exceedingly unjust 
to give those having accumulated labor 
in the form of gold and silver a precedence 
over all othors having acetmulated labor 
in other labor-products, such us houses 
and corn, cannot bo coined into a con- 
venient money they would have to hayo 
Rrepresentative money, the simens a 
mortgage is representative properly. 
Tho greenback is not monoy, nover was 
money, and can never become money, as 
itis not accumulated labor, It is simply 
an evidence of debt, n note or promiso 

(not to pay but) to receive from any one 
upon whom the government has a claim, 
except in certain privilegod cases, It is 

a fraud, n usurpation of authority. 

I will suggest one way in which, under 
our present form of government, any one 
can makeor issto money and no ono be 
injured thereby, Every persou haying 
accumulated labor useful to others, or 
property, 3s asseesed for tho same, and 
has to pay taxes on it. Every such pore 
son should have tho right and privilege 
to deposit a mortgago upon the samo 
with the recorder for, suy, ono-half the 
assessed value; the recorder, county 
clerk or other ‘officer, elected for 
that purpose, to give ihe depositor the 
amountin engraved bills (kept on hand 
byhim for that purpose) similar to Na- 
tional Bank notes; suid notes to bo 
signed by him and to roceive the sonl of 
the county and number of the mortgage, 
the county gnanteeing tho payment of 
same and receiving same jn payment of 
taxes and all dues, For furthor socuri- 
ty, tho party issuing the money should 
sign the bills, and then use them as he 
soos fit. Iwill not go intothe detaile 
further at present, as my letter is getting 
long, but can give the sleepy ones Tur- 
thor light it they desiro it,
